The fact 
punctures his bigotry. As a subject for friendly talk it clears the air of 
distrust and some of the arrogant pride of opinion. Undoubtedly we shall 
have fewer heated political arguments this Summer, and, as a result, there 
will be a cooler and a worthier consideration of the legitimate issues of the 
campaign. All of which means that we shall vote next November with a 
better intelligence than heretofore.
